CONFESSES HIS GUILT 


BEFORE COMMISSIONER | 


Series of Robberies Ex- 
tended Over More Than 
One Year’s Time, Ac- 
cording to Inspectors. 


Henry B. Slaughter, clerk in the 
special delivery department of the At- 
lanta postoffice was taken into cus- 
tody Wednesday by postal inspectors 
on charges of robbing the mails of 
approximately $1,500. 

Slaughter signed a confession in 
which he admitted he had opened spe- 
cial delivery letters containing cur- 
rency over a period of more than a 
year. In that time, according to 
his confession, he had obtained vari- 
ous sums which panied he stated, 
$1,500. 

For several ee local postof- 
fice offiicals have receiveed complaints 
from a number of persons and con- 
cerns relative to the non-delivery of 
special delivery letters containing 
money. As-a result of these com- 
plaints L. A. Johnson, inspector in 
‘charge, detailed Inspectors W. B. 
Brannon, Clyde Fleming and R. H. 
Tomlinson on thé case, and for several 
weeks they have conducted an inves- 
tigation. . 

Wednesday afternoon Slaughter 
was apprehended in the act of open- 
ing a special delivery letter, the in- 
speetoré stated. He was immediately 
placed under arrest. Several other 
letters addressed to individuals were 
found in his pockets with the envel- 
opes torn open, the inspectors charge. 

Slaughter was arraigned before 
Commissioner W. Colquitt ‘Carter, 
where he waived preliminary hearing. 
He broke down and confessed to hav- 
ing committed a series of robberies 
extending over a year’s period. Bond 
of $1,000 was assessed against Slaugh- 
ter, in default of which he was locekd 
in the county jail. 

Slaughter began work as a letter 
carrier with the local postoffice in 
1916. He was transferred tothe of* 
fice and promoted to a clerkship in| 
1918. He is married and resides in 
the 600 block on Highland avenue. 

Slaughter, when seen by a Consti- 
tution reporter, refused to make any 
statement or to give any reason ior his 


alleged thefts.

HARDING'S FUTURE

Washington, August 9.—Starting 
from ~ no-one-seems-to-know-where, 
there has developed a familiar expres- 
sion among Washington politicians, 
namely, that “President Havding’s 
personal political future will depend 
largely on how he settles the mine and 
rail strikes.” 

Regardless of who may have start- 
ed this by-word, republican party lead- 
ers support it. The reason is this: 

The coming fall elections will de- 
termine the control of congress, not 
only the party control but also the 
dominating influence in both houses 
as between east and west. From all 
indications now the democrats will 
make what gains they make in both 
houses in the east, unless Harding set- 
tles the strikes is the press and fi- 
nencial powers of the eastern sea- 
board wish them settled. This will 
throw the dominating party influ- 
ence into the middie west for the 
first time in the party’s history and 
the power of the middle west might 
well dictate the next republican presi- 
dential nominee, 

The story of the defection of east- 
ern republican influences from the 
party dates back to the time when 
congress was milling around with the 
tax bill. President Harding wished 
the surtaxes reduced to 30 per cent. 
So did Secretary Mellon. The house, 
in passing the measure, abided by 
their wishes. Then a storm broke 
from the middle west.

Hearing Consumes Day. 

Hearing on the petition consumed 
the entire day, both the board of edu- 
cation and the Georgia Railway and 
Power company presenting ntmbers 
of witnesses. The petition, as orig- 
inally presented, advocated half fares 
on Atlanta street cars for both teach- 
ers and pupils. At the opening of 
the hearing, however, the city 
amended the petition by withdrawing 
the request for reduced fares for 
teachers. 

The morning session was attended 
by representatives of many of the 
parent-teucher associations and was 
consumed with the presentations of 
the board of education's side of the 
case, 

The plea of the board of education 
was based largely on the contention 
that reduced fares for school children 
are granted in numbers of other cities; 
that reduced fares would increase the 
company’s revenue through increasing 
the number of passengers; that school 
children are non-productive and are 
therefore entitled to special consid- 
eration and that the children do not 
ride during the “rush hours.” 

The company contended that school 
children do ride during the morning 
rush hours; that few cities the size 
of Atlanta have reduced fares for 
school children; that many of the 
cities which do have reduced fares 
for school children have much larger 
general fares than Atlanta; that the 
company already is being taxed to 
the limit in paving charges, gréss rev- 
enue taxes; that the city wants chil- 
dren transported at less than the ac- 
tual cost of carrying them and that 
reduced fares for school children 
would be not only unjust discrimina- 
tion. but would mean that other 
patrons of the street cars would have 
to pay for the loss resulting from the 
special low fares. 

Arkwright’s Position. 

“It is well known,” said Preston 
S. Arkwright, president of the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company. 
when called at a witness, “that 8:30 
o'clock in the morning is during the 
rush hours of the street cars. Chil- 


dren are supposed to get to school by 
8:30 o’clock. They ride in the very 


peak of the rush bours, which is the 
most expensive service the company 
has to furnish. 

“There have been severa! occasions,”

Three bills taxing soft drinks, both 
bottled and at fountains, and syrup, 
to which the bottlers and soda fount- 
ain men throughout Georgia expressed 
strong disapproval when introduced 
some time ago, together with a bill 
taxing motion picture houses one cent 
for each ten cents or addition thereof, 
were reported unfavorably by the ways 
and means committee of the house 
Wednesday after hearing from a dele- 
gation from the druggists, bottlers 
and creamery men of «he state. 

The first bill disapproved, by the 
committee provides a tax of one cent 
on every five cents or addition there- 
of, which applies to vendors of soft 
drinks whether bottled or otherwise. 
The next bill is to increase taxes on 
the bottlers of soft drinks, which was 
sponsored by Senator Walker in a 
vigorous speech before the committee, 
calling for a tax of 30 cents per gal- 
lon on syrup used ‘n manufacturing 
the bottled drinks. . The three bills are 
known as the soft drinks tax plan, 
the third one being similar in many 
vespects to Judge Walker's bill and 
aimed to increase the tax on bottled 
drinks. 

“Will Cripple Industry.” | 

Senator Woblwender was granted 
five minutes to speak on the bills. 
He advocated the income tax as a 
measure which would relieve all fi- 
nancial conditions the proposed soft 
drinks taxes were designed to meet.

Hard to See Disaster.

The respon- 
sibility of impending conditions in the 
country must be faced by those who 
refuse to accept a reasonable compro- 
mise. They must bear the onus of 
the suffering of the women and the 
children.

Duty to Majority. 

“The primary duty of the govern- 
ment, however, is to a majority of 
the people, not to any minority. Shoul& 
these negotiations fail to bring results 
ave to move at once to pro- 
tect the people in their need. fF ur- 
thermore, such danger as we are 
confronting must not occur again.

The bill abolishing the fee system 
is a permissive measure making it op- 
tional with each cqunty whether or 
not it is adopted.

“The board of education p ‘itively 
has not the funds to meet the spirit 
of the charter amendment and no 
provision is made whatever as to how 
the proposition shall be financed.”

The plan of M. Poincare, the 
French premier, submitted on Moh- 
day, which was referred to the ex- 
perts to determine whether it would 
‘result in “productive guarantees,” has 
been rejected by the finance minis- 
ters, who agreed, with the excep- 
tion of the French minister, that it 
would not be “productive of hard 
CUS), 

The report of the experts’ commit- 
tec opposed all the French proposals 
by a majority of 4 to 1. The Bel- 
gians, however, supported,the French 
plan of allied control of state-owned 
mines in the Ruhr region. A major- 
ity of experts branded this proposal 
ax “useless” except as a sanction. 
The suggested establishment of cus- 
toms lines between the occupied area 
and the rest of Germany and around 
the Ruhr region was rejected as un- 
desirable. As recounted by the Brit- 
ish spokesmen, the majority of the 
experts held that no real moratorium 
would he afforded by remitting the 
present forms of payment if cqyally 
onerous obligation were placed upon 
Germany. 

Have Simpler Plan. 

The view of all except the Freneb 
delegate was that if any guurantevs 
of this nature were to be taken it 
would be simpler to take over the 
present custolus arrangement at the 
German frontiers than to divide Ger- 
many by fresh customs barriers. The 
proposal to seize 60 per cent interest 
in factories, especially the dye works 
on the left bank of the Rhine, also 
was declined on the ground that this 
could be done only by compelling 
the German government to buy out the 
present proprietors, which would in- 
volve an issue of more paper money 
and a further aggravation of the Ger 
man monetary situation. 

On this, the third day, the confer- 
ence seemed to be on the shoals. The 
prevalent belief wus that it was nut 
likely to survive the present week. 
The apparently irreconcilable views on 
the. proposals which have been made, 
mainiv by thes French, for investiga- 
tion by the experts committee, has 
laid most of those connected with 
the committee that a situation of ¢x- 
treme gravity has arisen. 

So serious is this situation that 
Mr. Lloyd George was impelled ‘to 
convene a meeting of his cabinet for 
tomorrow, although the bringing to-

around. 

As he sat on the hydrant, Lubin 
looked up from his pookkeeping and 
yelled to the painter who was touch 
ing up the raw shaved edges with just 
the thinnadt gray paint. Lubin told 
him one coat would be plenty; there 
was no sense in shaving off a fourth 
of an inch if they were going to put 
back a sixteenth of an inch of paint. 

“Where is common sense?” Mr. Lu- 
bin asked the painter. 

For the last year as desperately as 
a woman on the yonder side of thirty, 
Lubin has been watching his weight. 
He hates the conscientious indicator 
on the weighing machine, a slave to 
duty which tells the truth as it sees 
it, Weighing machines have no sym- 
pathetic imagination. 

‘Aware. of Expansion. 

Gradually Lubin has been made 
aware of slow expansion about his 
middle. ‘The time came the other day 
when he simply couldn’t get in behind 
his counter any more. His belt was 
pulled to the last hole. All around his 
equator there was a calloused girdle 
from chafing against the counter in 
front, the windowcase on the right, the 
wall on the left and the rack full of 
thin model watches behind. He wore 
thin silk shirts. But his weight over- 
took the operating space of the shop 
and alterations were imperative to 
either.

Lubin 
pays $6,000 a year for this store and 
he says he has no kick on the rent.

Business That Counts. 


“The store is all right,” Lubin says, 
“It isn’t the size of the place that 
counts. It’s the business that comes 
by your door. I could get a whole 
warehouse out in city island for $6,000 
a year, I suppose. But you don’t 
need a bowling alley to sell jewelry in. 
You can make the biggest sale in a 
year in no more space that the cover’ 
of a manhole. I could sell a million 
dollars worth of jewelry in a teleplione 
booth if I had the jewelry and the cus- 
tomer had the million.” :

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ON UNTENABLE GROUND. 

‘Refusal by the striking shopmen 
of the Southern railway system to 
return to work under thesterms 
of Presidents Harding’s strike set- 
tlement plan, which had been 
unanimously approved by the fed- 
efated unions involved, is most un- 
fortunate. | 

The plan proposed by the presi- 
dent contemplated a settlement of 
the strike on terms in keeping with 
most of the essential demands of 
the union shopmen. | 

It was readily accepted by the 
leaders of the striking workmen, 
but the railroad executives re- 
jected it because it provided for 
the restoration of seniority rights 
to the employees now on strike. 

‘Even though the plan was con- 
sidered by most of the executives 
to be unwarrantedly liberal, they” 
expressed willingness, for the sake 
of harmony and the public welfare, 
to accede to all of its provisions | 
with the single exception of the 
seniority clause. 

/They took the position that for 
the carriers to reinstate their for- 
mer employees on a “status quo 
ante” basis with respect to senior!- 
ty rating many of them would nec- 
essarily have to break faith with 
einployees who remained at their 
posts of duty when the strikers 
walked out, and with others who 
were subsequently employed to fill 
the places of strikers, and to whom 
the carriers promised. seniority | 
standing regardless of the outcome 
of the strike. 

“Because the railroad executives 
refused to repudiate their obliga- 
tion to their employees the presi- 
dent's settlement proposal piled up 
on the rock of seniority and went 
to pieces, so far as the national 
situation is concerned. 

‘But with the Southern railway 
the situation was different. 

It has been able to operate with- 
out employing new men to supplant 
le strikers. 

Although admittedly crippled to 
a serious extent by the strike, it 
steadfastly refrained from employ- 
ing a single strike-breaker to fill 

e place of a striking employee, 
and from in any way altering the 
seniority status of those of its em- 
ployees who remained on the job. 

Therefore, the Southern was in 
position to accede to the agree- 
ment which had been approved by 
the unions, without stultifying it- 
self or without breach of faith with 
any of its men. : "of 

‘Being thus free to act, the South- 
ern, one of the most extensive 
railway systems of the country, 
not only agreed to accept the 
terms which had been approved by 
the unions, but appealed to its 
striking employees to return to 
work on that basis, unconditionally 
and without reservations. 

_As expressed in a statement by 
its president, Fairfax Harrison, and 
its vice president in charge of 
operations, Mr. Miller, the Southern 
‘more than fulfilled its obligations 
tg its striking employees” in invit- 
ipg them to return to work accord-

CHANGES IN CONGRESS. 

That a marked reduction in the 
republican majority in congress 
will follow as a result of the No 
vember elections is a foregone con- 
clusion. ? 

Optimistic democrats close to 
the political situation, and viewing 
it from the inside, freely predict 
that the next house will be demo- 
cratic, owing to the general nation- 
wide dissatisfaction over the fail- 
ure of the republican party to per- 
form in keeping with its 1920- 
promises; and the probability of a 
reversal of control in the house is 
admitted, more or less reluctantly, 
by insurgent re>ublicans. 

The republican party seems to 
be hopelessly split over the pend- 
ing tariff bill—_the most unpopular 
measure of major importance that 
has been advanced by any political 
party within the memory of the 
present generation—and the de- 
velopments in the strike situation 
day\by day serve still further to 
embarrass the stand-pat wing, to 
complicate the situation and to 
diminish .the chances for repub- 
lican success at the polls next fall. 

But, whatever may be the out- 
come of the forthcoming elections, 
it is certain that, the next congress 
will be under a radically changed 
leadership; and, since congress is 
so completely under committee 
rule, the changes in chairmanships 
that are inevitable may bring re- 
sults as significant as a change in 
party control, even if the repub- 
licans retain their majority. 

The chairmanship of the all- 
powerful finance committee of the 
senate, for instance, to which Sen- 
ator McCumber succeeded upon 
the death of the late Senator Pen- 
rose, will pass into other hands 
upon the organization. of the next 
congress, by reason of the recent 
defeat of the North Dakota veteran 
at the primary. 

If the seniority rule, that ad- 
vanced McCumber, continues to 
operate it will put the radical in- 
surgent, La Follette, of Wisconsin, 
in that exalted. position of power; 
and under his leadership anything 
might happen! 

In the house, changes of equal 
importance ere inevitable, even if 
the republicans continue in con- 
trol. | 

Mondell, the floor leader, who 
aspires to the senate, will be suc- 
ceeded By someone yet to be 
chosen. . 

Representative Fordney, who has 
announced his intention to retire 
to private life with the expiration 
of his present term, will. not stand 
for re-election, and will, therefore, 
relinquish his place as chairman of 
the important committee on ways 
and means; and Representative 
‘Campbell, the Kansas veteran, 
chairman. of the powerful house 
rules committee, has been defeated 
for renomination—eliminated by 
his republican constituents after 
twenty years of service in the 
bouse. 

So it goes on down through: the 
list of committee chairmanships, 
to the end that a complete shifting 
of personality, if not of political 
sentiment, in the legislative branch 
of the government is bound to 
ensue, regardless of whatever 
changes of a partisan nature the 
November elections may bring 
forth. 


DON’T STOP FIGHTING. 

Elsewhere on this page is a com- 
munication from Ira Williams, gen- 
eral field agent for the state board 
of entomology, urging that cotton 
farmers .do not stop the fight 
against weevil infestation at this 
time because they believe they have 
a fair crop of cotton already and 
beyond insect destruction. 

The suggestions are well taken 
for several good reasons— 

First—Weevils multiply rapidly 
at this season, and if wet weather 
sets in the bolls will soften, and 
with a heavy infestation will be 
subject to puncture. 

Second—The cotton farmer 
should take heed of a probable top 
crop and hold that to normal, 
through a fight for control until it 
is fully made. 

It is just as imperative to dust 
with calcium arsenate now as at 
any time during the growing sea- 
son—if anything more so. 

The weevils that destroy the crop 
in wet weather are those that are 
present in dry weather. Hence the 
necessity for keeping them as much 
as possible out of the cotton at all 
times—a fight that may be success- 
fully waged during dry weather. 

Indications are Georgia will make 
more cotton this year on an aver- 
age to the acre than last year, due 
to an intelligent, systematic and 
industrious fight having been wag 
by most of the farmers. :

In a nutshell, the bill - proposes 
that four mills shall be the maximum 
rate upon property—ad valorem—in- 
stead of the five-mill maximum as 
now written into the constitution; 
and that a net income tax may also 
be imposed not to exceed 3 per cent. 

That is all there is in substance 
to the original Carswell bill as it 
came out of the governor’s office. 

A “mill” is one-tenth of 1 per cent. 
The bil®therefore originally proposed, 
without any stipulated exemptions, to 
impose. a levy on property of one- 
tenth of 1 per cent less than at pres- 
ent, plus 3 per cent of the net in- 
come of that property holder, whether 
$10 or $10,000 or *$100,000.

When called up on its passage the 
bill was literally swamped ~ with 
amendments, one by W. Mundy, of 
Polk,’ exempting the income from 
property subject also to the ad va- 
lorem tax—that is, relieving it of the 
odium of double taxation. 

This amendment was first adopted. 

It was then reconsidered; read and 
voted upon by sections, and defeated. 
An amendment was offered by 
Lankford, of Toombs, that “the 
amount paid the state as ad valorem 
tax be allowed as an exemption.” 

In drawing this amendment the av- 
thor intended to use the word 
“credit,” making the amendment read 
“the amount paid the state as ad 
valorem tax be allowed as a credit.” 

He asked unanimous consent to 
substitute the word “credit” for “ex- 
emption,” but it was refused. 

Upon that refusal, the double tax- 
ation feature was permitted to stay in 
the bill, just as its authors desired; 
and many members voted for it, be- 
lieving either that the Mundy ament- 
ment, as originally adopted, stood, un- 
mindful of its reconsideration ; or that 
Mr. Lankford had been permitted to 
correct his own amendment giving a 
credit for the ad valorem tax upon 
the income -levy. 


The only amendment, therefore, of 
consequence that was passed stipu- 
lated exemptions of $1,000 for un- 
married persons and $2,500 for mar- 
ried persons, and $200 for each minor 
child—practically the same personal 
exemptions as given by the govern- 
ment in the federal income tax im- 
posed to meet the demands of war.

I¥ put. before the people this fall, 
which is doubtful, as the senate will 
not pass the bill unless severely 
amended, it will receive the most sting- 
ing rebuke any constitutional legis- 
lation ever suffered in Georgia. 

Other states that have made a suc- 
cess of an income tax have not at- 
tempted a dual system. 

They have made the income tax 
the basis of a tax system. States 
that have tried a dual system—on a 
far less radical plan than this Geor- 
gi. proposal—have abandoned either

A scientific tax system must stand 
upon a single basic principle. 

If the ad valorem system is the basis 
then laws should be made to admin- 
ister such a system fairly and with 
equality. 

If an income tax system, then the 
same objectives must be worked to. 

That Georgia should have a dual 
system that strikes particularly at the 
successful farming element in the 
state, doubling, 
quadrupling their taxes, while the 
outside owner of idle syndicated lands 
is given the benefit of a reduction in 
his taxes, is unthinkable. 

There are millions of such acres in 
Georgia held by eastern capitalists. 

The people of Georgia will never 


ratify such a monstrosity.

It’must not be overlooked that the 
proposal—the most radical tax in- 
crease state bill ever heard of in 
America—will not mean a great in- 
crease’ to the revenues of the state, 
ifany. The cost of administering an 
income tax is enormous; and the dou- 
ble taxation imposed upon the provi- 
dent property owner, who works his 
property, must, in a large measure, 
go to offset the deficit that will ac- 
crue from the 1-mill reduction in the 
taxeg upon the idle lands owned by 
the outside syndicates. 

There is not a fair or just or com- 
mendable feature about the thing. 


So Long, Equalization Repeal Bill!

That chere will be no repeal of rhe 
tax equalization law at this’ session 
of the assembly now ‘seems assured. 

The senate repeal bill was defeated 


red in that body some weeks ago. 


The house repeal bill was passed by 
that body subsequent to the action 
of the senate. a ; 

There is a provision in the state 
constitution déclaring that _nejther 
branch of the legislature shall con- 
sider dwring the same term any bill 
that had been defeated by either 
branch; or any bill. proposed provid- 
ing in substance the same as the 
measure defeated. ae nae 

The constitutional right of the bill 
in the house to tome up in that body 
subsequent to the defeat in the sén- 
ate was vigorously debated. 

It was held, however, that the house 
had not been officially informed that 
such a bill originating in the senate 
had been defeated in the senate, hence 
the right of the house to pass upon 
its own measure. ~ 

Upon its passage in the house it was 
immediately transmitted to the senate 
and referred. It then took its course 
of readings after a favorable report 
by the committee. if 

The advocates of repeal to this point 
felt encouraged that the fight could 


‘claimed the necessary votes to pass it. 
This encouragement was accentuated 
when the house passed the income tax 
bill on Tuesday, the argument being 
made that the forecast enactment of 
a revised tax system would not only 
abrogate the necessity for such a law 
but would also automatically remove 
the threat of an executive veto un- 
less a revision of the general tax sys- 
tem should be made. . 
The senate advocates of the income 
tax bill in the meantime felt encour- 
aged that the tactics used in the house 
to pass the income tax bill could be 
successfully used in the senate— 
That is,-that.an executive--veto .of 
‘the repeal bill could be held. as-a 


thus be renewed in the senate; and} 


hammer above the heads of the repeal 
bill advocates in order to force a pas- 
sage of the income tax bill. 

All of these fine maneouverings, 
however, were knocked in the head 
Wednesday when President Clay in 
the senaé. delivered a ruling‘en a local 
bill affecting a transfer of judges in 
the Tifton circuit. 

That bill was passed at last year’s 
session, which was the first half of the 
current legislative term, and was ve- 
toed by the governor. The veto mes- 
sage was sent to the house. 

President Clay ruled that if the 
senate should be officially informed 
im reasonable time that the bill had 
béen vetoed the same could not be 
considered by the senate again at thia 
session. 

This ruling applies directly to the 
status of the equalization repeal bill, 
which is an even more concrete case 
bearing upon the constitutional inhibi- 
tion against a second consideration of 
a bil] already killed during the same 
term, or any bill embodying the same 
provisions in substance, 

In the case of the judicial circuit 
bill the same was killed by veto. 

In the case of the equalization re- 
peal bill the same was killed in the 
senate by vote.

than it sbould, and his body tempera- 
ture is far above the normal. The 
condition resembles apoplexy (stroke

Heat exhaustion or heat prostra- 
tion is a very different picture. The 
victim lies relaxed, is perhaps stupur- 
ous or very quiet, but not unconscious 
and responds to questions with a 
brief acknowledgement, is too weak 
and exhausted to talk, looks very pale, 
thas a moist cool skin, is perhaps 
covered with cold perspiration, has a 
|weak feeble pulse—in short presents 
practically the condition of shock or 
fainting, except that in heat prostra- 
tion the ‘body temperature is prob- 
ably normal or elevated a degree or 
two, whereas in shock the body tem- 
perature is below normal. 

| Obviously nothing in the way of 
stimulation should be done or given 
to the victim of sunstroke, for the 
flushed face and bounding pulse show 
that the circulation js slready dan- 
gerously excited. It is equally obvi- 
ous that the victim of heat exhaus- 
tion, weak of pulse and pale of coun- 
tenance, needs the help of stimulation, 
needs the same first aid treatment 
one would give for fainting or shock. 

In neither sunstroke nor heat ex- 
haustion should ice be applied to any 
part of the body except the head ‘or 
ice water used to bathe or sponge 
the body, although some such foolish 
advice as first aid treatment is still 
given by health authorities who should 
know better. Aside from applying 
ice or frequently changed cold com- 
presses or cloths to the head, in both 
sunstroke and heat exhaustion or in 
any conditions resembling them, there 
is little first aid treatment practi- 
cable for any one except a physician 
or nurse. The victim of heat exhaus- 
tion, being not quite unconscious, can 
and will swallew a stimulant, and 
the best a first aider can administer 
in heat exhaustion, shock, fainting 
or similar collapse is half a teaspoon- 
ful of aromatic spirits of ammonia 
in a quarter of a glassful of water. 
A cup of strong hot tea or coffee 
is another excellent stimulant in such 
a case. '

It does 
not seem to be necessary to write ar- 
ticles now, stating that calcium arse- 
nate will control the boll weevil. The 
farmers throughout the state are con- 
vinced of that fact, as numerous ones 
who visit this office come up and give 
testimony. 

Although Georgia has used _ the 
largest part of the calcium arsenate 
used in the south this year, there 
has not come to the office a single 
complaint where the farmers have 
used the dust without results. But 
large numbers of them have bought 
small amounts and used it, and seeing 
the results, are now begging for more 
dust. The danger, as I mentioned 
above, is that the farmers will quit 
using it too soon before they have a 
crop made. ‘ 

About the greatest destruction caus- 
ed by the boll weevil in the past has 
been where farmers considered they 
had a bale to the acre made. Should 
the farmer have weevils in his field 
this month, that is in all north and 
part of middle Georgia, and it should 
set in to rain and the weevils multiply 
and the bolls be softened by the 
weather not only the top crop, but a 
large percentage of the bolls would be 
destroyed, and the farmer, in place 
of getting one bale per acre, would get 
less than one-half and probably not 
one-third. 

Don’t have the weevil, should it 
begin to rain. Weevils destroy a 
crop when wet weather sets in_ De- 
cause they are already in the field. 
Soe see that your fields are free from 
them.

“Just a word on justice. Labor 
unions see that their members work 
eight hours a day only. That is a 


!day’s work. They go home, the wife 


is responsible for the home work and 
the children. Eight hours for the 
men. 

“What does this women in indus- 
try bill ask for the women? First 
a ten hour-day. But that ten hours, 
is that all the women must’ work? 
Are there men/at home to cook the 
meals, keep the house, and nurse the 
children? Not often. These things 
the women must do, and to.d_ them 
they must labor outside of the ten 
hours at the workshops. It 1s a little 
thing the bill is asking—only an op- 
portunity for the women-workers to 
labor not more than twice the num- 
ber of hours required of the men 
folks. Only the chance to work un- 
der conditions sufficiently sanitary 
to insure them a fighting chance to 
keep up the pace, in the shops and 
in the home, for six days a week, 
year in and year out. Pass this bill.

As beans are sco plentiful at this 
season of the year, we might as well 
buy them intelligently when we do buy 
them. In selecting string beans be 
sure that you pick out those which 
are fresh and crisp; don’t buy wilted 
ones. You can test the freshness by 
the pods, which should snap easily, 
and should not have tough = strings 
holding them together. The raw bean, 
too, has a fresh, crisp taste. 

In the case of beans for shelling 
alwars look for those with fresh, fat 
pods, and which contain full, round 
beans. These snap sharply in your 
hand, when you try to open them. Be 
very careful, too, that you get ones 
without mildew, as shelling beans are 
likely to be wormy or rusty. 

Green peas, which are so delicious 
at this time of the year, are best when 
they have crisp green pods, plump and 
well filled. Do not, however, make 
the mistake of buying green peas 
which contain too large seeds. A 
medium size is best at this time of the 
year. Be sure that your peas are 
green, a rich, bright green, and that 
they do not border on the yellowish. 

With vegetables so plentiful and 
prices so moderate it is a great mis- 
take if the average housewife does not 
make vegetables, cooked in many 
forms, constitute the chief part of her 
family’s diet at this time of the year.

The disadvantage about these 
is that the biscuit should be freshly 
baked just before serving, and unless 
you have a good cook in the kitchen it 
is awkward to serve refreshments that 
cannot be prepared ahead of time. 
Here is a rule for baking powder 
biscuits that produce good results: 
Mix and sift two cups of flour, one 
teaspoon of salt and four teaspoons 
of baking powder. Rub in two tuble- 
spoons of butter. Leat up one egg 
and stir into three-quarters of a cup 
of milk, and then add to the dry in- 
gredients: Mix well and roll thin and 
cut with a cutter not larger than a 
o0-cent piece. Bake in a quick oven.

New York, August 9.—The stock market gave a good account of 
itself today despite the unfavorable news coming from certain indus- 
tries which are being affected by the labor troubles, especially the steel 
‘ndustry. There were no sensational] movements, but good gains were 
reported in both the low and high-priced railroad shares, while numerous 
of the industrials also acted well. There were exceptions to the gen- 
eral trend, which is to be expected in times like the present, but on the 
whole the losses'in certain specialties failed to affect the market as 
a whole. A special demand arose for Public Utility issues, most of 
which were substantially higher. For some time past big traders in 
the street have been calling attention to these issues, and, although 
they were unpopular during the war when earnings were affected through | 
rate restrictions, this group has attracted a large following since costs 
of operation have declined. Many of them are 4p sharply from recent | 
low levels, consequently discrimination is urged in selecting these’ 
ssues. 


Strike News Favorable. 

The news covering the strike situation received during trading 
hours on the exchange was little changed from that which was received 
at the opening. The outlook for settlement of the coal strike continues 
favorable, and it is believed that conferences now being held will result 
in some sort of an agreement. This, however, is expected to be favor- 
able for the strikers. Regarding the coal strike, the optimists feel that 
once the miners are back to work, it will be only a question of a short 
time before the shopmen return. On the other hand, however, there 
is a strong element in the street which believes that, judging from cir- 
cumstances, the shopmen’s strike is far from seitied. unless the govern- 
ment takes drastic action, which may be regretted in the long run. The 
cloudiness of the railroad labor situation, however, does not seem to 
have any effect on stock prices, which might indicate that the outlook 
is not as bad as it now appears. 

The crops in the northwest, especially in the territory served by 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, is going to produce a crop larger 
than most people realize. According to threshing returns, the wheat 
crop in that territory will approximate 20 bushels an acre, against ‘9.7 
bushels last year; rye 23.6 bushels, against 17.5; barley 24.3 bushels, 
against 20, and oats 40.2 bushels, against 24 last year. In some in- 
Stances this means double the grain traffic carried by these roads last 
year.

RAINFALL FAILS 
10 HELP COTTON 


Govern rhment Crop Report 
Says, “Drouth in Belt 
Intensified During Past 
Week.” 


Washington, August 9.—With rain 
falling only in a few northern sections 
of Texas and in northern and eastern 
parts of Oklahoma, the drought’ in 
the western. division of the cotton 
belt was intensified during the week 
ending yesterday, according to the 
weekly review of weather and crop 
conditions issued today by the de- 


partment of agriculture. 

“Rainfall was mostly light in the 
central and eastern portions of the 
belt,” the statement continued, “al- 
though it continued too wtt in a few 
localities. 

“Temperatures were generally 
somewhat above normal in the cen- 
tral and eastern cotton states, but 
were much above normal in Oklahoma 
and Texas. 

“Cotton made very good progress 
in North Carolina and showed im- 
provement in some eastern localities 
where it had been too wet. While 
there was too much rain in some 
east central and southern portions 
of South Caroliano, ‘the weather was 
generaly favorable for growth in the 
state,. but the plants were rather sap- 
py and rank, though fruiting well. 
The crop made very good progress in 
Georgia, except in a 
where considerable shedding was re- 
ported; conditions have been unfavor- 
able for a top crop in the southern 
portion, although the plants are 
fruiting well in the northern section. 

“Cotton made poor to only fair prog- 
ress in Mississippi and Alabama, 
but fairly good in Tennessee; rain 
was needed in much of Alabama and 
Tennessee. Heavy loca) rains were 
unfavorable in some central and west- 
ern portions of Arkansas, but the 
rwam weather and generally light 
rainfall in that state were favorable. 
There was considerable rainfall in 
Louisiana which favored weevil activi- 
ty and consid@table shedding was re- 
ported from the northwestern portion 
of the state.

SWEEPING VICTORY 


DEKALB KILLING 


Decatur, Ga., August 9.—( Special.) 
The coroner’s jury Thursday morning 
will resume its efforts to discover 
the motive for the killing of H. W. 
Chamblee, a farmer living near the 
Decatur city limits, to Tom T. Ellis, 
who was engaged on the Chamblee 
farm on a profit-sharing basis. 

Ellis, who surrendered to Sheriff 
J. A. MeCurdy after shooting Cham- 
blee to death Wednesday near the 
former’s home on the Lawrenceville 
road, would not go into incidents 
leading up to the tragedy when ques- 
tioned at the coroner’s probe Wednes- 
day night. 

After an unsatisfactory effort to 
get at the cause of the shooting, the 
jury was recessed till Thursday morn- 
ing, when Ellis will be given a final 
grilling in an effort to make him break 
the silence that has shrouded the 
affair in mystery. 

There were no witnesses. Ellis 
presented himself at the DeKalb coun- 
ty jail Wednesday with the statement 
to Sheriff McCurdy that he had “bad 
news” for him. He then told of hav- 
ing shot Chamblee. He did not know 
if Chamblee was dead. 

“T will wait until my trial comes up 
before saying anything,” the slayer 
told the sheriff when questioned as to 
the circumstances. 

In his cell at the jail tonight he 
held to this determination to give no 
information on the shooting. 

nen investigating Ellis’ story, 
Sheriff McCurdy found the body of 
Chamblee lying, face down, near the 
little home of his slayer. He had 
been shot through the heart with a 
shotgun, Neither Chamblee’s widow 
nor his daughter ceuld give an ac- 
count of the shooting. They are the 
only survivors. 

That Ellis’ silence will be broken 
at the coroner’s session Thursday 
morning was the promise made Wed- 


= nesday night by DeKalb officials. 


“All that we have gotten out of 
Ellis thus far,’”’ said Sheriff McCur- 
dv, “is the statement that the two 
resumed a quarrel Wednesday that be- 
gan the night before. It seems that 
a neighbor saw them a few minutes 
before the killing, walking down the 
road. Ellis is said to have turned 
at his house, while Chamblee walked 
on for a distance before turning back 
to follow. He was confronted by 
Ellis with a gun. Ellis is said to 
have had no gun when they first met.” 

So far as could be learned, Chamblee 
had no weapon except an unopened 
knife in his pocket. 

“T had to do it,” Ellis told the cor- 
oner’s jury. ‘‘Chamblee followed me 
to my house.” 

Ellis says CHamblee came to his 
place as a tenant last April. Neighbors 
tell of several arguments between 
the two over the division of proceeds 
from the farm. 

The men seemed peaceable enough 
when they met Wednesday morning 
following a disagreement the night 
before, neighbors say. 

Ellis and Chamblee both are widely 
known around Decatur. Their farm 
products have been distributed in De- 
catur for some time. ‘They both are 
areund 50 years of age. 

Ellis has a wife and two sons. One 
son is twenty-one and the other is 
twenty-three.

“Your telegram of August 8- re- 
ceived, and in reply desire to say with 
positive assurance I am not and never 
have been prepared to agree to the 
plan of arbitration as laid down by 
the recent offer made to operators and 
miners by the president of the United 
States.” It concluded with an _ in- 
vitation to the Illinois operators to 
come to the Cleveland meeting. 

Mr. Kavanaugh said there was no 
plan of action for tomorrow’s meet- 
ing of Illinois operators here. ‘We 
just continued the meeting until to- 
morrow to see what would happen in 
Cleveland,” he said. He said no reply 
had been made to Mr. Lewis’ tele- 
gram, and that none would be made. 
“If Mr. Lewis takes the attitude that 
he can not arbitrate, there is nothing 
to say,” he asserted.

and I apologize to the senator from 
the 2ist. I apologize to you, Mr. 
President, and to this honorable body.” 

Senator Jackson arose and stated: 
“No one deplores the occurrence more 
than J, but since the senator has 
made his statement my opinion of 
him has increased 100 per cent. We 
both lost our tempers. I admit l 
acted too hastily on the floor of the 
senate. For many years’ Senator 
Brown and I have been friends. We 
have fought side by side on many 
questions.

50th, during the heat of debate, used lan- 
guage wholly unparliamentary, and such 
action is deplored by your committee.

additional taxation of any kind will 
be necessary, as the motor vehicle 
license tax and the gasoline tax, which 
shall become available in 1926, will 
amply provide for retiring the prin- 
cipal and interest; of the bonds. 
Million Each Year. 

Under the provisions of his bill 
the state highway department still 
has appropriated a million dollars a 
year to maintain the state aid system 
as it is now doing; it also providés 
that counties that have advanced mon- 
ey to meet federal aid on the state 
highway system shall be refunded 20 
per cent of the amount due them each 
ear. 
ij If Mr. Perryman’s bill is passed by 
the legislature and ratified by the
